Judge Rules 
Controllers 
Are Striking 


WASHINGTON (AP) •>- A fed- 


eral judge lias ruled that what- 
ever 
Air Traffic Controllers 


have been doing for the past two 
weeks—sick-in, slowdown, sick- 
out—is, in fact, a strike. 


Judge 
George L. Hart Jr. 


found the Professional Air Traf* 
fie Controllers Organization— 
PATCO—guilty 
of 
contempt 


Tuesday, but put off announcing 
any penalties until Saturday. 


Meanwliile, 90-minute delays 


remained at several major air- 
ports 
and flight volume has 


been cut 40 per cent along some 
routes. Controllers continued to 
return to their control towers 
and air traffic radar scopes, but 
not in sufficient numbers to to- 
tally cure air travel woes. 


Hart showed sympathy for the 


men who claimed to be ill, say- 
ing they had acted "under ex- 
treme 
provocation," 
adding 


"you just can't strike against 
the government for any rea- 
son." For the moment, at least, 
Hart turned aside a government 
request to fine the union. 


PATCO and its executive di- 


rector, F. Lee Bailey, are pro- 
testing what they say is govern- 
ment inattention to having more 
controllers on the job working 
with improved equipment. 


A PATCO spokesman had no 


comment on the decision. 


Hart's decision does open the 


way, however, for the govern- 
ment to seek legal 
penalties 


against controllers who still re- 
fuse to return to work. 


Technically, the judge's deci- 


sion found PATCO in civil con- 
tempt of an earlier restraining 
order 
handed down 
by the 


court. He issued a preliminary 
injunction against continuation 
of the strike. 


Hart pleaded from the bench 


for "every controller who is 
able to go back to work as soon 
as possible." Bailey asked his 
men to do the same thing last 
week.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 6 


per cent general pay raise for 
postal workers and nearly all 
other 
federal 
employes lias 


been cleared for final Senafp 
action, 
but 
Democrats 
say

move to finance it through liigh* 
er postal rates. 


The Senate Post Office and 


Civil Service Committee tacked 
the measure to a minor House- 
passed postal bill Tuesday. But 
the panel made it clear a second 
8 per cent pay hike for postal 
workers will be considered sep- 
arately. 


Government and union nego- 


tiators worked out the two-stage 
pay plan to settle a simmering 
postal pay dispute, which result- 
ed in the nation's first mail 
strike. 


The President has asked for 


an increase in the first-class 
postage stamp from six to 10 
cents to help pay the estimated 
$3G billion costs of the wage 
boosts. He has tied the 8 per 
cent raise for postal workers to 
his proposal for a postal corpo- 
ration. 


Addressing itself 
to the 10- 


cent stamp proposal, the com- 
mittee unanimously approved a 
resolution saying "there should 
be no increase until such time 
as 
mailers using other than 


first-class privileges pay their 
fair share of postal costs." 


Sen. Gordon Allott, R-Colo., 


chairman of the Republican Pol- 
icy Committee, told newsmen if 
the 6 per cent boost had not 
gone through committee Tues- 
day, the nation would be faced 
with another postal strike. 


He said the next task is to 


work out a postal reorganization 
plan, adding, "Frankly, if it is 
not worked out the system will 
fall flat on its face." 


In the House, meantime, it ap- 


peared Nixon will get a hearing 
on his proposal for a speedup in 
collection of estate taxes to help 
finance the pay increases. The 
speedup is another part of the 
administration's package to pay 
for the increases. 


But Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., 


chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, said his 
panel can't possibly get to the 
proposal until late summer. 


Mills also said the pay pack-

Dear Helen: After I wrote to 


you last year about my relative 
who was a prisoner of war, your 
readers responded in great num« 
bef asking the Pari% delegation 
to stire up action for the humane 
care of American prisoners in 
North Vietnam, shortly after* 
wards my relatives was freed, 
He is one of only nine who has 
been allowed repatriation by the 
Hanoi government. 


This is all the more reason 


why I urge Americans to keep 
on sending letters, for now I 
know firsthand what some 1400 
pirsoners of war are suffering. 
They do not have proper food 
or medical care, they have no 
communication with the outside 
world-often their families don't 
know whether they are living or 
dead. They are sometimes kept 
in solitary confinement for ex- 
tended periods, Some have gone 
almost two years without speak- 
ing to another human who under- 
stands them, 


Yet the leaders of North Viet- 


nam have shown they are sensi- 
tive to world and U,S, public 
opinion. It is important that they 
be made aware that the overwhel- 


ming majority of American clti> 
zens, fegafdless of thelf Mi' 
vidual beliefs about the war, are 
deeply concerned about the treat* 
menthof prisoners, 


Please, won't everyone take 


time to write a letter pleading 
for the Identification of prison* 
ers held, the release of the sick 
and wounded, impartial inspec- 
tion of prisoner of *war camps, 
and the free exchange of mall?

PUMA ON PROTECTICE LIST 


LITTLE ROCK-Although not 


specifically stated, the puma- 
mountain lion or cougar as it 
is also known— is actually on 
the protected list of game spe- 
cies. Game and Fish regula- 
tions protect the animal, and 
many others, conversely by stat- 
ing what animals may be hunted 
rather than list those protected. 


According to the regulation 


pertaining to this matter, it Is un- 
lawful to "hunt or kill any wild 
animal or wild bird except dur- 
ing the declared open season." 
The regulation adds that crows, 
English 
sparrows, starlings, 


bobcats, coyotes, 
groundhogs, 


gophers, nutria, and all wolves 
except the Red wolf may be hunt- 
ed and killed during the entire 
year from sunrise to sunset.

Wear Rubber Gloves 
Cleaning Home Aquarium 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Fascination with a variety 


of small t r o p i c a l fish has 
brought aquariums into thou- 
sands of homes. That they 
could cause any health haz- 
ard was hardly considered 
until a recent study was re- 
ported in Calif9rnia. Doctors • 
there were seeing increasing 
numbers of skin infections in 
p e r s o n s who remembered 
having had a small abrasion 
on the hands before cleaning 
the fish tank or otherwise^ 
! dipping " ffie "hafids into-the~" 
tank. 


This break in the skin af- 


forded the causative organ- 
ism, Mycobacterium mari- 
num. a perfect opportunity 
to gain a f o o t h o l d . This 
organism is closely related 
to the one that causes, tuber- 
culosis. When treated with 
antituberculosis d r u g s , the 
patients all improved butrthe 
recovery was slow. Lovers 
of tropical fish need not get 
rid of t h e i r pets. TJhey 
should, however, wearf rub- 
ber gloves when immersing 
their hands in the tank. 


Q — My doctor says I have 


porphyria. What causes it? 
Is it contagious? Can it be 
cured? 


A— Although in most cases 


the cause is u n k n o w n in 
some persons the cause is 
heavy drinking, an excessive 
intake of iron or long-contin- 
ued taking of anticonvulsant 
drugs. Heredity and fasting 
may also play a role. The 
disease is not catching. 


In this disease the liver 


produces an excess of por- 
phyrin, a p u r p l e pigment 
necessary to the formation 
of hemoglobin. The disease 
is manifested by severe ab- 
dominal c r a m p s , constipa- 
tion and w e a k n e s s . The 
urine, which may appear 
normal when first passed, 
turns a burgundy red on ex- 
posure to sunlight. The vic- 
tim is helped by avoiding 
alcohol, barbiturates, 
diet- 


hylstilbestrol, griseofulvin, 
meprobamate, chlordiaze- 
poxide and exposure to the 
sun. Withdrawing a pint of 
blood every two weeks until 
the hemoglobin and 
urine 


icturn to normal relieves the 
patient's symptoms. In some 
women, taking contraceptive 
pills for two years has re- 
sulted in a cure. 


I've been taking Pers- 


antine for angina pectoris. 
What does it do? 


A—This is a brand of dipy- 


ridamole. It reduces the fre- 
quency of anginal attacks 
and the need for nitrates.
